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THI3    ACADEMICAL    DEPARTMENT 

Is  under  the  entire  charge  of  the  Rector,  to  whom  all  applica- 
tions for  admission  into  that  department  must  be  made. 

Students  of  the  Academical  Department  who  are  preparing  to 
enter  the  regular  classes  ofthis  College,  are  eligible  to  the  Literary 
Societies  of  the  College,  during  one  year  previous  to  the  time  when 
they  expect  to  enter  the  classes. 

Those  students  of  this  department,  who  do  not  expect  to  go 
through  the  College  course,  can,  if  their  parents  desire  it,  attend 
the  Lectures  on  Chemistry,  and  all  the  public  lectures  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

The  Rector  of  the  Academical  department,  gives  his  whole  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  school.  He  also  employs  at  all  times  a  com- 
petent number  of  assistants.  A  limited  number  of  students  may 
have  boarding  in  his  family.  The  boarding  students  are  required 
to  attend  church  en.  the  sabbath,  and  careful  attention  is  given  to 
their  moral  conduct  and  habits. 


THE    ES03E&    SCHOOL 

Is  under  the  immediate  instruction  and  government  of  Professor 
Ycomans.  subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the  College  Faculty. 

The  pupils  of  this  school  who  board  in  the  College,  have  rooms 
in  the  College  buildings,  and  take  their  meals  in  the  refectory. — 
They  are  required  to  attend  public  prayers  daily  in  the  chapel,  and 
public  worship  in  rhurch,  and  the  bible  lecture  in  College  on  the 
sabbath;  and  except  in  their  hours  of  study  and  recitatien  in  tho 
school  room,  are  sub;ecUo  the  government  of  the  College  Faculty. 

A  select  course  ofEn.ulish  study  is  piusucd  in  this  school,  by 
such  as  wish  to  become  teachers  of  common  schools. 

Tile  course  of  instruction  preparatory  to  admission  into  the 
College,  is  also  given  to  such  as  desire  to  pursue  their  preparatory 
studies,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

Pupils  of  the  Model  School,  who  occupy  rooms  in  the  College, 
pay  $15  per  session  ;  ihose  who  do  not  room  in  the  College,  pay 
$10.  Each  pupil,  not  boarding  in  the  College,  pays  $1  50  in  the 
winter  session  for  fuel. 
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TERMS    OF-  ABBKKSSEOW   TO    THIS

For  admission  into  the  Freshmen  Class,  the  applicant  is  ex- 
amined in  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  and  Geography;  Latin 
Grammar,  (Gould's  Adam's)  Historja  Grseca  or  Jacob's  Latin  Read- 
er, Caesar's  Commentaries,  Cicero's  select  orations,  Ovid's  Met- 
amorphoses (expurgated,)  Sallust,  Virgil,  and  the  first  partofMair's 
introduction  to  Latin  Syntax;  Greek  Grammar,  Greek  Testament, 
Graeca  Minora,  (in  part;)  Algebra,  (Davies'  Bourdon)  through  sim- 
ple Equations. 

For  admission  to  advanced  standing,  the  applicant  must  sustain 
examination  in  the  studies  completed  by  the  class  he  proposes  to 
enter. 

Testimonials  of  good  character  are  in  all  case?  required. 

The  earliest  age  at  which  it  is  advisable  for  a  student  to  enter 
the  Freshmen  Class,  is  fourteen  years. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

All  the  classes  are  examined  at  the  close  of  the  first  session,  in 
all  the  studies  of  the  session.  The  final  examination  of  the  Senior 
class,  begins  on  the  fourth  Monday  before  commencement.  The 
other  classes  are  examined  at  the  close  of  the  second  session. 

The  examinations  arc  public  and  are  conducted  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


Commencement  is  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September. 

The  vacation  after  commencement  is  six  weeks.  The  first  ses- 
sion commences  at  the  close  of  that  vacation  and  continues  twenty 
weeks.  The  spring  vacation  is  six  weeks.  The  second  session  is 
twenty  weeks,  and  closes  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September. 

The  two  Literary  Societies  of  the  Qjjfcge,  hold  a  public  exhibi- 
tion at  the  close  of  the  first  session.  1^ annual  exhibition  of  the 
Junior  class,  is  on  the  evening  preceding  commencement. 

The  Literary  Societies  have  two  halls  in  the  fourth  story  ofthe 
main  College  building,  which  are  spacious  and  elegantly  furnished. 
Each  Society  has  also  an  extensive  and  valuable  library 

The  Brainerd  Evangelical  Society,  has  a  spacious  hall  appropri- 
ated to  its  papers  and  library.  This  society  holds  its  anniversary, 
and  has  a  public  address  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session.

Exercises  in  public  speaking  are  required  from  all  the  classes 
weekly  throughout  the  year. 

The  Freshmen  and  Sophomore  classes,  have  exercises  in  trans- 
lation and  English  composition  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

Instruction  in  French  and  German,  is  provided  for  such  as  de- 
sire it. 

A  course  of  instruction  is  also  given  in  civil  and  political  His- 
tory. 

The  students  of  all  the  departments  are  required  to  attend  pub- 
lic worship  on  the  sabbath  in  the  church,  which  the  parent  or 
guardian  may  direct;  or  which  the  student  when  the  choice  is  left 
to  him,  may  prefer  to  attend. 

A  record  is  kept  of  the  punctuality,  diligence  scholarship  and 
general  behaviour  of  each  student;  a  report  of  which  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  each  session. 


LESTURES. 

Lectures  on  Chemistry  are  given  at  intervals  during  both  ses- 
sions; on  Natural  Philosophy,  the  last  sjjttion  of  Junior  and  first  of 
Senior;  on  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  thffsecond  session;  on  Political 
Economy  and  Jurisprudence,  the  second  session;  on  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  the  second  session;  Rhetoric  and  Belles  Lettres,  both 
the  first  and  second  sessions. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  Chemistry,  were  considerably  in- 
creased at  the  commencement  of  the  present  year.  The  apparatus 
is  now  more  complete  than  before,  and  provision  is  made  for  a  full 
course  of  lectures  and  experiments  in  that  department

Washing  is  done  in  the  Steward's  department  for  37£  cts.  per 
dozen  pieces. 

Students  provide  their  own  beds  and  furniture. 

The  charge  for  fuel  covers  the  expense  of  tending  the  fires.— 
All  the  rooms  are  heated  by  air  distributed  from  furnaces  in  the 
lower  story  of  the  building. 

Students  under  the  patronage  of  the  General  Assembly's  board 
of  education,  and  of  similar  institutions  of  other  religious  denomina- 
tions,and  others  who  are  preparing  for  (he  gospel  ministry,  and  whose 
character  and  circumstances  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees,  enti- 
tle them  to  the  benefit,  have  boarding  in  the  College  refectory,  for 
one  dollar  per  week.  The  Trustees  pay  the  balance  to  the  Stew- 
ard  out  of  funds  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Students  who  wish  to  spend  thfir  hours  of  daily  exercises  in 
manual  labour,  for  their  Ovvh  pecuniary  benefit,  can  work  on  the 
grounds  adjacent  to  the  college  under  Hie  direction  of  the  steward 
and  for  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  him 
and  them. 


La  Fayette  College,  is  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Easton,  North- 
ampton county,  Pa.  It  stands  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Bushkill, 
at  the  confluence  of  that  stream  with  the  Delaware,  and  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  mouth  of  the  Lehigh.  It  commands  one  of  the 
richest  and  most  extensive  rural  prospects  in  the  country.  The 
principal  building  is  of  stone,  100  feet  long,  50  wide  and  o  stories 
high.  It  has  60  rooms,  well  finished  and  commodious.  For  an 
institution  of  its  kind,  the  situation  is  admirable.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  Trustees  to  make  suBftantial,  extensive  and  elegant  provision 
for  the  comfort  of  students,,  and  for  their  instruction  in  all  the 
branches  of  learning  belonging  to  a  College  education,  in  our  coun- 
try. 
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
